mats and newspaper men."

Recall Mr. Hughes 
speech, recall the high exaltation with 
which the Hughes plan was received, 
recall how you yourself felt that Sat- 
urday night, then try to imagine 
that some voice from heaven, on that 
night, had said that of all that Mr.

The I 
truth is, It has happened. The mere ] 
fact that It has happened gradually 
and quietly, by piecemeal-Instead of 
spectacularly, should not rob us of 
appreciation of It.

on the some street cars, in trying to 
adjust the street car fares to meet 
conditions which the street railway 
company claimed 
had arisen which

ianers of the city of Joliet finally 


worked out a plan whlcft is unique 
in street car fare troubles. 


THE FIVE CENT PHOVISION. 
The fare Is ten cents. But If a per- 


son will buy a ticket entitling him 
to fifteen rides for $1.50 he has at- 
tached to that fifteen ride ticket for 
which he paid his $1.50 a certificate 
on the presentation of which he Ib 
privileged to ride at any time and 
for as long a time as he pleases fcur 
five cents ride. The certificate seems 
to be perpetual and in this way gives 
to the steady rider a low fare. 


"We like the 
arrangement" said 


!•". Fredericks, one of 
the commis- 


sioners of the city of Joliet who was 
at the meeting of the Illinois Muni- 
cipal League at Urbana last week. 


REGULAR RIDER 
FAVORED. 


"The casual rider pays ten cents 


for his ride. The regular rider such 
as the working 
man or 
the store 


employe rides for five cents after 
those first fifteen 
rides at a dime 


each. The man or woman who rides 
only wee 
in a while 
should pay 


more than the regular user of the 
cars. It's worth a dime to have a 
street car ready to take you some- 
where if you go only once In great 
while. The steady rider should have 
concessions. 
In this 
way he gets 


them." 


"How did you get to this arrange- 


ment?" Mr. Fredericks was asked. 


APPROVED BY STATE. 


"Just talked It over with the street 


railway people, reached 
an agree- 


ment with them,

Mr. Fredericks was elected by the 


union labor vote at JoltBt and Is a 
machinist by trade. He has taken his

mission farm as an 'effective method 
of running a city, 


"When the city of Joliet changed 


from the aldermanic to the commis-
